GENERAL  INFORMATION 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

This  institution  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  1876-77, 
for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  colored  public  schools  of  the 
State. 

It  has  completed  forty-six  annual  sessions  of  from  eight  to 
ten  months  duration. 

More  than  6,500  students  have  been  enrolled  in  the  school.  More 
than  fifty  per  cent  of  these  students  have  served  as  teachers  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  State. 

Robert  Harris  was  the  first  principal  of  the  school  and  served 
in  that  capacity  for  three  years.  At  his  death,  Professor  Charles 
W.  Chestnut,  now  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  became  principal.  He 
served  three  years  and  was  succeeded  by  the  present  incumbent, 
who  has,  since  becoming  principal,  served  in  the  capacity  of 
Minister  Resident  and  Consul  General  at  the  Republic  of  Liberia 
for  a  number  of  years  and  also,  as  Regimental  Adjutant  of  the 
Third  North  Carolina  Volunteers,  during  the  Spanish-American 
War.  During  these  periods  of  his  absence,  Professor  George  H. 
"Williams  and  Rev.  Dr.  L.  E.  Eairley  served  respectively  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  school.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  forty- 
six  years  of  the  school's  history  five  diferent  persons  have  served 
as  principal. 

The  school  for  twenty-five  years  was  conducted  on  Gillespie 
Street,  in  the  city  of  Eayetteville,  occupying  only  three  rooms 
in  the  upper  story  of  what  is  now  known  as  the  Howard  School 
Building,  and  employing  a  principal  and  two  assistants,  with 
an  annual  appropriation  for  all  purposes  of  $2,000. 

It  was  moved  from  Gillespie  Street  to  Ashley  Heights,  a  mile 
west  of  its  first  home,  where  it  spent  four  profitable  years. 
Coming  back  to  the  city  it  was  located  at  a  hall  on  Worth  Street 
for  a  period  of  two  years.  In  1907  its  present  site  of  fifty  acres 
was  purchased  by  the  present  principal  and  deeded  to  the  State. 

One  of  the  seven  brick  buildings  which  now  adorn  its  campus 
was  erected  the  following  year,  1908.     Its  campus  and  grounds 
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now  comprise  fifty  acres  with  four  frame  buildings  and  seven 
brick  structures  employing  twenty-six  instructors  and  officers  and 
accommodating  about  seven  hundred  pupils  and  students,  with 
an  appropriation  considerably  larger  that  that  which  it  had 
during  its  first  years. 

LOCATION 

The  institution  occupies  a  desirable  location  on  one  of  the  many 
hills  surrounding  the  beautiful  city  of  Fayetteville. 

There  is  being  rapidly  built  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
school  many  modern  homes  which  are  the  property  of  their  occu- 
pants, being  drawn  to  the  community  in  order  to  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantages offered  for  the  education  and  training  of  their  boys  and 
girls. 

Considerable  work  has  recently  been  done  on  the  grounds  and 
campus.  A  concrete  bridge  will  attract  the  vision  of  the  visitor 
as  he  approaches  the  school  grounds.  Passing  over  this  bridge 
he  is  directed  by  a  sign  "Drive  to  the  Right. "  He  thus,  enters 
a  beautifully  laid  out  winding  and  curving  road  which  passes 
quite  a  half  mile  through  the  different  parts  of  the  campus. 

BUILDINGS 

The  Model  School  Building,  on  the  main  road  a  few  rods  from 
the  main  entrance  to  the  campus  is  the  first  of  the  school,  build- 
ings seen.  Next  is  the  Principal's  residence  and  the  Vice-Prin- 
cipal's home,  both  of  which  are  comfortable  edifices  with  modern 
conveniences.  The  Refectory  is  a  spacious  brick  structure,  ample 
to  accommodate  four  hundred  persons  comfortably,  with  all  mod- 
ern conveniences  for  preparing  and  preserving  foods ;  The  Laundry 
Building  is  also  equipped  with  modern  appliances  sufficient  to  do 
various  kinds  of  laundry  work ;  Bickett  Hall,  dormitory  for  girls, 
is  provided  with  electric  lights,  running  water  and  lavatories  in 
every  room  and  five  large  bath  rooms,  in  fact  it  is  equipped  with 
all  modern  conveniences;  Assembly  Building,  in  addition  to  a 
large  hall  for  class  meetings,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  "W.  C.  A.  meet- 
ings, contains  a  number  of  large  classrooms ;  Vance  Hall,  dormitory 
for  boys,  has  just  been  provided  with  water,  heat,  shower  baths, 
etc.  It  now  offers  every  comfort  to  young  men.  The  Industrial 
Building,  just  being  completed  at  this  writing,  will  be  equipped 
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with  the  latest  and  best  machinery,  and  with  benches  for  shoe 
cobbling,  automobile  repairing,  etc.  It  also  contains  offices  for 
the  instructors  in  Manual  Art  and  Agriculture.  The  Adminis- 
tration Building  is  an  imposing  structure,  consisting  of  assembly 
hall,  offices,  music  rooms,  classrooms,  and  laboratories. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

1.  Pupils  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  admitted,  but  no  student  from 
a  distance  will  be  allowed  to  board  outside  the  dormitories  except 
by  special  arrangement  with  the  Principal. 

2.  Only  pupils  of  good  moral  character  will  be  admitted  or 
retained. 

3.  No  pupil  will  be  admitted  to  the  school  after  the  opening 
week,  except  upon  examination,  which  examination  will  cover 
the  previous  work  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 
All  such  examinations  and  their  results  must  be  approved  by  the 
authority  of  the  school. 

4.  No  pupil  will  be  advanced  to  a  higher  class  except  upon 
the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  preceding  class. 
All  tests  and  examination  questions  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
constituted  authorities  of  the  school,  and  no  promotion  to  a 
higher  class  will  be  valid  without  such  approval. 

5.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  nine  months  of  twenty 
school  days  each.  No  holiday,  except  Thanksgiving  Day,  shall 
be  given.  A  Christmas  recess  not  exceeding  ten  days  may  be 
given,  but  such  recess  shall  not  be  included  in  the  school  year  of 
180  days. 

6.  Three  unexcused  absences  or  tardies  during  any  month  shall 
be  cause  for  suspending  any  pupil  from  school  indefinitely. 

7.  No  substitute  teacher  shall  be  employed,  except  upon  the 
approval  of  the  constituted  authority  of  the  school;  and  no 
student  shall  be  permitted  to  teach  any  High  School  or  Normal 
Class. 

8.  All  students  who  receive  free  tuition  shall  sign  a  pledge 
to  teach  two  years  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  the  State. 

9.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  High  School  Preparatory 
Course,  or  its  equivalent,  will  be  required  for  entrance  to  the 
work   of  the   High   School;    and   satisfactory   completion   of   the 
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work  of  the  High  School,  or  its  equivalent,  will  be  required  for 
entrance  to  the  Normal  Course. 

10.  Written  examinations  will  be  given  in  all  classes  and  sub- 
jects at  the  end  of  each  semester,  or  quarter,  but  oral  or  written 
tests  may  be  given  at  other  times  if  deemed  advisable  by  the  in- 
structor. 

DISCIPLINE 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  special  regulations  and 
persons  who  think  they  cannot  observe  them  are  warned  against 
coming  to  school. 

1.  Students  on  the  institution  roll  who  live  at  their  homes, 
are  expected  to  observe,  in  general,  the  same  regulations  respecting 
conduct,  deportment,  and  habits  of  study  as  those  living  in  the 
school  buildings.  ISTo  persons  who  are  minors  will  be  enrolled 
as  day  students  unless  they  live  with  their  parents  or  legal 
guardians. 

2.  Students  absenting  themselves  from  their  classes  or  from 
the  school  grounds  without  permission,  render  themselves  liable 
to  discipline. 

3.  The  rooms  of  boarding  students  must  be  kept  ready  for 
inspection  by  the  school  authorities  at  any  time. 

4.  Card  playing  or  any  form  of  gambling,  having  firearms, 
use  of  tobacco  and  intoxicating  drinks;  use  of  obscene  language, 
and  behavior  not  suited  to  the  welfare  of  the  school  are  strictly 
forbidden.  Any  infraction  of  any  of  these  regulations  will  sub- 
ject the  offender  to  the  summary  discipline  of  the  institution. 

5.  Students  should  comply  cheerfully  with  all  regulations  for 
the  promotion  of  health,  cleanliness,  good  order  and  successful 
classroom  work. 

6.  The  correspondence  of  the  students  will  be  regulated  by  the 
faculty  as  far  as  it  may  become  necessary.  Too  much  corres- 
pondence by  the  students  is  prejudicial  to  the  best  work. 

7.  Students  must  not  absent  themselves  from  any  regular  chapel 
exercise,  unless  excused. 

8.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  institution,  is  regarded  as 
giving  a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other  established 
regulations  of  the  school. 
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SPECIAL  NOTICES 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new 
year.     Personal  checks  will  not  be  accepted  in  payment  of  bills. 

Students  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  buildings 
resulting  from  carelessness. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  make  visits  or  receive  visi- 
tors on  the  Sabbath.  Sunday  will  be  observed  at  the  school  for 
devotion,  meditation,  and  rest. 

All  students  must  bring  their  own  bedding,  including  quilts, 
blankets,  spreads,  sheets,  pillow-cases;  rubber  shoes,  raincoats 
and  umbrellas. 

RELIGIOUS   SERVICES 

The  religious  training  of  the  students  at  this  institution  is 
effected  by  both  precept  and  example.  Devotional  exercises  in 
which  all  participate  are  held  in  the  chapel  every  school  day. 

Sunday  school  is  conducted  each  Sunday  morning.  In  this 
service  the  instructors  and  students  take  part. 

Besides  weekly  sessions  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A  and  the  Y.  W.  C,  A., 
there  are  song  and  praise  services  every  Sunday  evening,  into 
which  the  instructors  and  students  enter  heartily.  The  annual 
week  of  prayer  for  colleges  is  observed  each  year. 

Students  and  teachers  alike  express  themselves  as  being  greatly 
benefited  by  attendance  upon  these  services. 

The  school  choir  contributes  much  of  interest  and  enjoyment 
by  its  well  rendered  anthems  and  melodies  at  Sunday  school  and 
also  at  chapel  services  Friday  morning. 

ATHLETICS 

Our  school  holds  as  its  ideal  the  "triangular"  man;  and  since 
physical  training  is  essential  for  the  attainment  of  this  ideal, 
major  and  minor  sports  for  both  boys  and  girls  are  provided  in 
baseball,  football,  basketball,  tennis  and  other  games.  The  athletic 
field,  comprising  about  four  acres  with  a  nine-foot  fence  around 
it  and  a  well  appointed  grand  stand  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  State. 
Ouri  Athletic  Association  is  a  charter  member  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Athletic  Conference,  and  we  invite  challenges  from  other 
schools. 
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LITERARY    ACTIVITIES 

The  students  receive  training  in  literary  work  which  is  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  members  of  the  faculty.  Besides  the 
general  programs  presented  from  time  to  time  by  representatives 
of  the  school  as  a  whole,  special  programs  are  given  by  the  indi- 
vidual classes  in  succession  throughout  the  year.  Occasionally, 
plays  are  given. 

As  the  school  is  a  member  of  the  High  School  Debating  League, 
opportunity  is  given  for  practice  in  debate.  At  the  end  of  each 
session  a  Declamatory  Prize  contest  is  held. 

These  exercises  give  the  students  abundant  opportunity  for  in- 
terpretation and  expression  along  the  various  literary  lines. 

As  a  means  of  general  education  and  as  a  kind  of  diversion 
from  study,  motion  pictures  of  an  educational  nature  are  given 
once  a  week  in  the  school  auditorium. 

SOCIAL  LIFE 

The  students  are  privileged  to  enjoy  a  social  at  least  twice  a 
month,  held  either  on  the  campus  or  in  the  school  auditorium. 

All  social  entertainments,  parties,  etc.,  must  be  supervised  by 
the  committee  on  Social  Entertainments,  which  is  composed  of 
members  of  the  faculty,  and  must  meet  the  approval  of  the  Dean 
and  the  Matron. 

LIBRARY 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  school,  during  the  current 
session,  has  had  a  full-time,  trained  librarian  and  books  adequate 
to  the  needs  of  the  several  departments.  The  growth  of  the 
library  during  this  year  has  been  very  rapid.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  session  several  hundred  books,  approved  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education,  have  been  purchased  and  catalogued. 
There  are  now  over  one  thousand  volumes  and  a  fine  assortment 
of  general  and  professional  magazines  and  periodicals.  Our  col- 
lection of  books  though  comparatively  small,  is  up-to-date,  well 
adapted  to  our  needs,  and  is  proving  of  no  small  benefit  to  teachers 
and  students  alike.  Those  who  were  here  in  former  years  will 
witness  upon  their  return,  a  marked  improvement  in  the  school's 
library  facilities. 
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GRADING  AND  PROMOTION 

In  all  departments  final  grades  are  given  and  permanent  records 
kept  in  terms  of  letters.  A  grade  of  A,  B,  C  or  D  represents 
"Passed" ;  E  represnts  "Failure" ;  Con.  stands  for  "Conditioned," 
and  Inc.  for  "Incomplete." 

A  definite  standard  of  proficiency  is  required  for  promotion 
from  class  to  class.  A  student  receiving  a  grade  below  D  in  any 
subject  is  "Conditioned"  (deficient)  in  tbat  subject  and  must  re- 
move tbat  deficiency  either  by  examination  or  by  taking  the  sub- 
ject again  in  class,  before  receiving  full  credit  for  tbat  subject. 
If  a  student  is  found  unable  to  do  tbe  work  of  his  class  success- 
fully, he  will  be  demoted  to  the  next  lower  class;  and  if  he  makes 
"failure"  in  more  than  two  of  his  academic  subjects,  he  must  re- 
peat all  the  work  of  his  class. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

In  order  to  improve  the  teacher  actively  in  service,  the  insti- 
tution has  conducted  for  many  years  a  Summer  Scchool.  The 
value  of  this  school  has  been  attested  by  the  large  numbers  that 
attend  each  year.  The  summer  of  1923  marked  the  innovation 
of  a  twelve-weeks'  continuous  session. 

In  this  school  the  teacher  may  thus  get  credit  for  two  Summer 
Schools  during  one  summer ;  and  if  she  is  a  High  School  graduate, 
she  may  secure  credits  toward  Normal  School  graduation.

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND 
COURSES  OF  STUDY 

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT— AIM  AND  SCOPE 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  ele- 
mentary public  schools  of  the  State.  The  course  consists  of  two 
years  of  study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
history,  principles,  materials  and  methods  of  education.  The 
purely  professional  subjects  are  supplemented  by  such  subject- 
matter  studies  as  will  give  the  student  a  wider  academic  back- 
ground for  his  professional  equipment. 

The  Normal  department  is  the  professional  department  of  this 
institution.  It  is  very  important  therefore  that  the  high  school 
preparation  of  those  seeking  admission  be  good.  Of  those  desiring 
to  become  teachers,  we  expect  sound  scholarship,  good  manners, 
refined  tastes,  a  due  sense  of  responsibility,  strong  bodies,  and 
unquestioned  character.,  Those  who  are  seriously  deficient  in  any 
of  these  characteristics  are  not  desired  as  students  in  this  de- 
partment; and  admission  is  based  upon  the  understanding  on  the 
part  of  the  student,  that  he  may  be  asked  to  withdraw  whenever  it 
can  be  shown  that  he  lacks  conspiciously  the  essential  qualifica- 
tions of  a  teacher. 

ADMISSION   REQUIREMENTS 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  department  the  applicant  must 
be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school  of  North  Carolina,  or 
of  a  high  school  outside  the  State  rated  as  equivalent,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  units  of  secondary  work. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  department  is  based  upon  the  sat- 
isfactory completion  of  one  of  the  prescribed  curricula.  The 
requirements  are  measured  in  terms  of  quarter-hours,  ninety-six 
(96)  quarter-hours  being  required  for  graduation.  A  quarter- 
hour  is  a  recitation  occurring  once  a  week  for  a  twelve-weeks' 
quarter.     Four  subjects  may  be  taken  concurrently;  and,  a  mini- 
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mum  of  sixteen   (16)   quarter-hours'  credit  may  be  earned  each, 
quarter. 

DIPLOMA  AND  CERTIFICATE 

Upon  graduation,  a  Diploma  will  he  awarded.  Furthermore, 
the  State  Department  will  issue  upon  the  basis  of  graduation  from 
the  Normal  department,  a  Primary  or  Grammar  Grade  Certificate 
in  Class  B,  in  accordance  with  the  particular  curriculum  com- 
pleted. 

CURRICULA 

The  Normal  department  devotes  its  entire  time  and  energy  to 
the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  To  ac- 
complish this,  it  offers  three  differentiated  courses  each  of  which 
is  adapted,  as  far  as  possible,  to  a  specific  type  of  teaching.  These 
three  courses,  given  below  in  outline  only,  will  be  put  into  opera- 
tion at  the  opening  of  the  1924-1925  session.

Admission  Requirements 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  first  year  must  furnish  evi- 
dence of  having  completed  the  elementary  school  course,  or  must 
pass  an  examination  in  grammar  and  composition,  arithmetic, 
geography,  history,  and  physiology.  Those  who  have  spent  one 
or  more  years  in  some  other  high  school  will  he  classified  on  the 
basis  of  their  transcripts. 

Application  blanks  will  be  sent  upon  request.  Each  applicant 
should  fill  out  in  his  own  handwriting  one  of  these  blanks  and 
send  it  to  the  Principal.  Applicants  for  admission  to  this  de- 
partment must  be  at  least  15  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  entrance, 
and  must  be  possessed  of  good  habits,  reliability,  and  earnestness 
of  purpose.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

SKETCH 

This  institution  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, under  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  1876-77, 
for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina. 

It  has  completed  forty-eight  annual  sessions  of  from  eight  to 
ten  months  duration  each. 

More  than  7,000  students  have  been  enrolled  in  the  school. 
Fifty  to  sixty  per  cent  of  the  students  who  have  attended  the 
school,  have  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

Prof.  Robert  Harris,  a  very  capable  instructor,  was  first  prin- 
cipal of  the  school  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  three  years. 
At  his  death,  Professor  Charles  W.  Chestnut  became  principal  of 
the  school,  and  he,  too,  served  as  such  for  three  years.  In  August, 
1883,  the  present  incumbent  became  principal  of  the  school.  Since 
becoming  principal,  however,  he  has  twice  been  released  for  a  few 
years,  first  to  accept  a  presidential  appointment  to  become  Minister 
Resident  and  Consul  General  to  the  Republic  of  Liberia,  West 
Coast  of  Africa;  and  second,  to  serve  as  Regimental  Adjutant  of 
the  Third  North  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry,  during  the  War 
with  Spain.  During  these  periods  of  his  absence,  Professor 
George  H.  Williams  and  Rev.  L.  E.  Fairley,  served  respectively 
as  principal  of  the  school. 

During  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  its  existence  the  school 
was  operated  on  Gillespie  Street  in  the  city  of  Fayetteville — 
occupying  only  three  rooms  in  the  upper  story  of  what  is  known 
as  the  Howard  School  Building,  and  employing  a  principal  and 
two  assistants.  The  annual  appropriation  to  the  school  from  the 
State,  during  the  early  years  of  the  life  of  the  school,  was  small. 

In  1902  it  was  moved  from  Gillespie  Street  to  Ashley  Heights, 
a  place  situated  a  mile  west  of  its  first  home.  After  spending  four 
years  on  the  Heights,  it  was  moved  back  into  Fayetteville  and 
spent  two  years  in  a  rented  hall  on  Worth  Street. 

During  1907  fifty  acres  of  valuable  land,  lying  just  outside 
the  western  limits  of  the  city,  were  purchased  by  Principal  Smith 
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for  a  permanent  home  for  the  school.  The  first  of  the  seven 
spacious  brick  buildings  which  now  dot  the  campus  was  erected 
and  occupied  September,  1908. 

LOCATION 

The  institution  occupies  a  desirable  location  on  one  of  the  many 
hills  surrounding  the  beautiful  city  of  Fayetteville. 

There  is  being  rapidly  built  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
school  many  modern  homes  which  are  the  property  of  their  occu- 
pants, being  drawn  to  the  community  in  order  to  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantages offered  for  the  education  and  training  of  their  boys  and 
girls. 

Considerable  work  has  recently  been  done  on  the  grounds  and 
campus.  The  Alumni  gates  arrest  attention  of  every  one;  and  the 
concrete  bridge  will  attract  the  notice  of  the  visitor  as  he  ap- 
proaches the  school  grounds.  Passing  over  this  bridge  he  is 
directed  by  a  sign  "Drive  to  the  Right."  He  thus  enters  a  beau- 
tifully laid  out,  winding  and  curving  road,  which  passes  quite  a 
half  mile  through  the  different  parts  of  the  campus. 

BUILDINGS 

The  Principal's  residence  and  the  Vice  Principal's  homes  are 
comfortable  edifices  with  modern  conveniences.  The  Refec- 
tory is  a  spacious  brick  structure,  ample  to  accommodate 
four  hundred  persons  comfortably,  with  all  modern  conven- 
iences for  preparing  and  preserving  foods;  the  Laundry  Build- 
ing is  soon  to  be  equipped  with  modern  appliances  sufficient  to  do 
various  kinds  of  laundry  work;  Bickett  Hall,  dormitory  for  girls, 
is  provided  with  electric  lights,  running  water  and  lavatories  in 
every  room  and  five  large  bath  rooms,  in  fact  it  is  equipped  with 
all  modern  conveniences;  Assembly  Building,  in  addition  to  a 
large  hall  for  class  meetings,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  meet- 
ings, contains  a  number  of  large  classrooms;  Vance  Hall,  dormi- 
tory for  boys,  has  just  been  provided  with  water,  heat,  shower 
baths,  etc.  It  now  offers  every  comfort  to  young  men.  The  Indus- 
trial Building  is  equipped  with  the  latest  and  best  machinery,  and 
with  benches  for  shoe  cobbling,  automobile  repairing,  etc.  It  also 
contains  offices  for  the  instructors  in  Manual  Art  and  Agriculture. 
The  Administration  Building  is  an  imposing  structure,  consisting 
of  assembly  hall,  offices,  music  rooms,  classrooms,  and  laboratories. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

1.  The  rooms  of  boarding  students  must  be  kept  clean  and 
ready  for  inspection  by  the  school  authorities  at  all  times. 

2.  Boarding  pupils  will  be  required  to  perform  a  certain  amount 
of  work  each  day,  for  which  no  compensation  will  be  given. 

3.  Card  playing,  the  use  of  tobacco  or  intoxicating  liquors,  the 
possession  and  use  of  firearms,  fireworks,  gasoline,  oil,  alcohol 
lamps,  candles,  and  electric  irons,  are  strictly  forbidden.  Hazing 
in  any  of  its  forms  is  not  allowed. 

4.  Students  absenting  themselves  from  class,  study  hour,  chapel 
exercises,  or  from  the  school  grounds  without  permission,  render 
themselves  liable  to  discipline. 

5.  Students  who  live  outside  the  dormitories  are  expected  to 
observe,  in  general,  the  same  regulations  respecting  conduct  and 
habits  of  study  as  those  boarding  on  the  campus. 

6.  Though  students  may  be  punished  by  being  required  to  per- 
form certain  work  or  by  being  denied  certain  privileges,  the  de- 
merit system  is  the  principal  method  of  discipline.  Four  demerits 
constitute  a  warning.  Eight  demerits  incurred  within  any  one 
quarter  suspend  a  student  from  school.  A  suspended  student  may 
be  reinstated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  or 
the  Principal. 

Every  student,  by  entering  the  institution,  is  regarded  as  giving 
a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other  established  regu- 
lations. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  registering  for  the  new 
year.     Personal  checks  will  not  be  accepted  in  payment  of  bills. 

Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  damage  done  to  the  furni- 
ture or  buildings,  when  such  is  the  result  of  carelessness  or  de- 
liberate intention. 

The  young  women  will  not  be  permitted  to  make  visits  in  the 
city  without  a  special  permit  from  the  Matron. 

All  students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding  and 
should  therefore  bring  a  full  supply  including  quilts,  blankets, 
sheets,  spreads,  pillows,  pillowcases  and  bureau  scarfs.  The  young 
women  in  particular,  should  provide  themselves  with  overshoes, 
raincoats  and  umbrellas. 
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Students  coming  from  other  towns  and  cities  will  not  be  al- 
lowed to  board  outside  the  dormitories  except  by  special  arrange- 
ment with  the  Principal. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  twenty  school  days 
each.  No  holidays  except  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Emancipation 
Day  are  given.  A  Christmas  recess  extending  from  December  22 
to  January  3,  will  be  given ;  but  such  recess  is  not  included  in  the 
180  school  days  required. 

Three  successive  unexcused  absences  during  any  one  month 
shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  dropping  a  student;  but  a  student  who 
has  been  dropped  may  be  reinstated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Prin- 
cipal or  Dean,  upon  presentation  of  legitimate  reasons. 

concerning;  girls'  clothing 

We  call  attention  of  parents  and  guardians  to  the  following  re- 
quirements, which  we  shall  rigidly  enforce,  regarding  the  clothing 
of  our  girls  during  the  coming  year. 

We  solicit  your  cooperation  in  our  effort  to  develop  a  taste  for 
simple,  suitable,  and  heathful  consideration  of  the  following : 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  well  dressed  woman  is  one  whose  clothing 
is  selected  with  care  and  thought  as  to  its  becomingness  and  pro- 
priety. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  develop  the  characters  of  our  girls  and 
we  expect  the  result  to  reveal  itself  in  a  large  measure  by  the 
way  the  girl  dresses  and  conducts  herself.  A  truly  cultured  girl 
does  not  consider  outward  adornment  of  first  importance. 

The  necessary  articles  of  clothing  each  girl  is  expected  to  bring 
from  home  are  the  following : 

A  dark  coat  suit,  a  dark,  one-piece  woollen  dress,  two  dark 
dress  skirts,  four  middie  blouses,  four  gingham  dresses,  three 
plain  white  cotton  dress  blouses,  not  too  thin,  one  white  cotton 
dress,  two  dark  petticoats,  two  white  petticoats,  three  suits  of 
underwear,  two  dark  aprons,  an  umbrella  and  a  pair  of  rubbers. 

Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  owner's  name.  A  list 
of  articles  of  clothing  must  be  furnished  the  matron,  and  each 
article  must  be  distinctly  marked  in  indelible  ink  with  the  owner's 
full  name. 
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RELIGIOUS  ACTIVITIES 

The  religious  activities  of  the  school  are  nonsectarian.  The 
daily  chapel  exercises  consist  of  prayer,  responsive  Scripture  read- 
ing, and  singing. 

The  instruction  in  the  Sunday  school  aims  to  inspire  right 
conduct  based  upon  the  principles  of  the  Bible. 

The  two  student  organizations — the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A. — are  factors  of  inestimable  value  in  the  development 
of  intelligent,  refined,  Christian  character. 

The  Vesper  Services  which  are  held  every  Sunday  evening  aim 
to  develop  and  strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students  and  to 
enable  them  to  realize  its  real  worth  in  their  daily  lives. 

LITERARY  ACTIVITIES 

The  students  receive  training  in  literary  work  which  is  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  members  of  the  faculty.  Special  pro- 
grams are  given  by  the  individual  classes  in  succession,  throughout 
the  year.  As  the  school  is  a  member  of  the  High  School  De- 
bating League,  opportunity  is  given  for  practice  in  debate.  At 
the  end  of  each  year,  a  Declamatory  Prize  Contest  is  held.  These 
exercises  give  the  student  abundant  opportunity  for  interpretation 
and  expression  along  the  various  artistic  lines. 

As  a  means  of  general  education  and  as  a  diversion  from  study, 
motion  pictures  are  given  twice  a  month  in  the  school  auditorium. 

SOCIAL  LIFE 

The  students  are  privileged  to  enjoy  a  social  at  least  twice  a 
month.  All  social  entertainments,  parties,  etc.,  must  be  super- 
vised by  the  Committee  on  sociables,  which  is  composed  of  faculty 
members,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Principal  and  the  Matron. 

MOZART  MUSIC  CLUB 

The  aim  of  the  Mozart  Music  Club  is  to  train  musicians  in  that 
liberal  culture  which  cannot  be  found  under  most  private  studio 
teachers  of  music.  This  music  club  is  open  to  all  students  regis- 
tered in  music. 
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THE  MOZART   SCHOLARSHIP 

A  scholarship  in  Music  is  given  by  the  Mozart  Music  Club,  to 
the  most  talented  pupil  in  piano.  This  contest  is  held  annually 
and  is  judged  by  competent  music  critics  of  the  State. 

ATHLETICS 

The  Athletic  Association,  a  student  organization,  under  faculty 
supervision,  generally  directs  the  energies  of  those  students  inter- 
ested in  the  Major  Sports — 'Football,  Tennis,  Track,  and  Field 
Meets — as  encouraged  and  planned  in  conference  with  the  Direc- 
tor of  Physical  Education. 

The  Association  seeks  to  develop  physically  all  the  boys  and 
girls  who  come  under  its  influence,  while  at  the  same  time  Chris- 
tian ideals  of  true  sportsmanship  for  the  development  of  men  and 
women  in  Body,  Mind,  and  Spirit  form  its  basic  principles. 

The  Athletic  field,  comprising  about  four  acres  with  a  nine 
foot  fence  around  it  and  a  well  appointed  grandstand,  is  one  of 
the  best  in  the  State. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  a  charter  member  of  the  1ST.  C.  A.  C. 

EXTRA    CURRICULAR    ACTIVITIES 

The  students  receive  literary  training  and  outlets  for  their 
special  interests  in  extra  curricular  clubs  that  are  under  direct 
supervision  of  members  of  the  faculty.  These  clubs  or  societies 
give  public  programs  throughout  the  school  year.  These  organi- 
zations have  been  very  useful  in  forming  cultural  contacts  and  in 
providing  outlets  of  self  expression  for  the  students. 

Among  the  clubs  are :  The  Crown  and  Scepter,  Dramatic,  House- 
hold Arts,  Science,  Literary,  Negro  Literature  and  History,  Cur- 
rent Events,  Debating,  and  French  clubs;  the  Orchestra  and  the 
Choir. 

The  Annual  inter-scholastic  debate  and  the  declamatory  prize 
contest  held  in  connection  with  Commencement,  lend  zest  to  the 
clubs  which  aim  at  the  development  of  ability  in  public  speaking. 

As  a  means  of  general  education,  and  as  a  diversion  from  study, 
motion  pictures  are  given  twice  a  month  in  the  school  auditorium. 
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LIBRARY 

The  school  maintains  a  library  which  is  in  charge-  of  a 
full-time,  trained  librarian  and  which  contains  books  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  the  several  departments.  Several  books  approved  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education  were  purchased  and  cata- 
logued last  year,  so  that  there  are  now  more  than  two  thousand 
volumes,  together  with  a  fine  assortment  of  general  and  profes- 
sional magazines  and  periodicals.  Though  comparatively  small, 
our  collection  of  books  is  up-to-date,  well  adapted  to  our  needs, 
and  is  proving  of  no  small  benefit  to  teachers  and  students  alike. 
Those  who  have  not  been  here  during  the  past  few  years  will 
witness  upon  their  return,  a  marked  improvement  in  the  school's 
library  facilities. 

GRADING  AND  PROMOTION 

In  all  departments  final  grades  are  given  and  permanent  records 
kept  in  terms  of  letters.  A  grade  of  A,  B,  C  or  D  represents 
"Passed" ;  E  represents  "Failure" ;  Con.  stands  for  "Conditioned," 
and  Inc.  for  "Incomplete." 

A  definite  standard  of  proficiency  is  required  for  promotion 
from  class  to  class.  A  student  receiving  a  grade  below  D  in  any 
subject  is  "Conditioned"  (deficient)  in  that  subject  and  must  re- 
move that  deficiency  either  by  examination  or  by  taking  the  sub- 
ject again  in  class,  before  receiving  full  credit  for  that  subject. 
If  a  student  is  found  unable  to  do  the  work  of  his  class  success- 
fully, he  will  be  demoted  to  the  next  lower  class. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

In  order  to  improve  the  teacher  actively  in  service,  the  insti- 
tution has  conducted  for  many  years  a  Summer  School.  The 
value  of  this  school  has  been  attested  by  the  large  numbers  that 
attend  each  year,  the  session  of  1925  having  been  the  largest  in 
the  State  held  for  colored  teachers.  The  summer  of  1923  marked 
the  innovation  of  a  twelve-weeks  continuous  session. 

In  this  school  the  teacher  may  thus  get  credit  for  two  Summer 
Schools  during  one  summer;  and  if  she  is  a  High  School  graduate, 
she  may  secure  credits  toward  Normal  School  graduation.

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ALUMM  ASSOCIATION 

There  is  an  active  Alumni  Association  which  cooperates 
heartily  with  the  Administration  in  all  efforts  to  advance  the  in- 
terests of  the  school.  Their  present  project  is  the  liquidating  of 
the  indebtedness  upon  the  beautiful  "Alumni  Gates,"  which  stand 
at  the  entrance  to  the  campus.

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND 
COURSES  OF  STUDY 

NORMAL   DEPARTMENT— AIM   AND    SCOPE 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  ele- 
mentary public  schools  of  the  State.  The  course  consists  of  two 
years  of  study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
history,  principles,  materials  and  methods  of  education.  The 
purely  professional  subjects  are  supplemented  by  such  subject- 
matter  studies  as  will  give  the  student  a  wider  academic  back- 
ground for  his  professional  equipment. 

The  Normal  department  is  the  professional  department  of  this 
institution.  It  is  very  important  therefore  that  the  high  school 
preparation  of  those  seeking  admission  be  good.  Of  those  desiring 
to  become  teachers,  we  expect  sound  scholarship,  gpod  manners, 
refined  tastes,  a  due  sense  of  responsibility,  strong  bodies,  and 
unquestioned  character.  Those  who  are  seriously  deficient  in  any 
of  those  characteristics  are  not  desired  as  students  in  this  de- 
partment; and  admission  is  based  upon  the  understanding  on  the 
part  of  the  student,  that  he  may  be  asked  to  withdraw  whenever  it 
can  be  shown  that  he  lacks  conspicuously  the  essential  qualifica- 
tions of  a  teacher. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  department  the  applicant  must 
be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school  in  North  Carolina,  or 
of  a  high  school  outside  the  State  rated  as  equivalent,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  units  of  secondary  work. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  department  is  based  upon  the  sat- 
isfactory completion  of  one  of  the  prescribed  curricula.  The 
requirements  are  measured  in  terms  of  quarter-hours,  ninety-six 
(96)  quarter-hours  being  required  for  graduation.  A  quarter- 
hour  is  a  recitation  occurring  once  a  week  for  a  twelve-weeks'

quarter.    A  minimum  of  sixteen  (16)  quarter-hours'  credit  may  be 
earned  each  quarter. 

DIPLOMA  AND   CERTIFICATE 

Upon  graduation,  a  Diploma  will  be  awarded.  Furthermore, 
the  State  Department  will  issue  upon  the  basis  of  graduation  from 
the  Normal  department,  a  Primary  or  Grammar  Grade  Certificate 
in  Class  B,  in  accordance  with  the  particular  curriculum  com- 
pleted. 

CURRICULA 

The  Normal  department  devotes  its  entire  time  and  energy  to 
the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  To  ac- 
complish this,  it  offers  two  differentiated  courses  each  of  which 
is  adapted,  as  far  as  possible,  to  a  specific  type  of  teaching.  These 
two  courses,  given  below  in  outline  only,  were  put  into  opera- 
tion at  the  opening  of  the  1924-1925  session. 

BENEFITS  OF  GRADUATION  FROM  NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  list  of  graduates  of  our  Normal  department  and  the  work 
they  have  done  prove  that  the  Department  attracts  men  and 
women  of  definite  purpose  and  equips  and  trains  them  for  high 
grade  service.  The  demand  from  Superintendents  for  profes- 
sionally trained  teachers  is  much  greater  than  the  supply.  This  is 
especially  true  since  the  advanced  requirements  for  the  certifica- 
tion of  teachers  which  went  into  effect  in  February,  1926. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

Purpose.  The  Training  School  is  the  heart  of  the  Normal 
Department,  because  it  is  the  laboratory  of  Educational  Methods, 
Theories,  and  Practices.  It  serves  the  instructors  and  student- 
teachers  as  a  center — 

(1)  For  observing  Methods,  Illustrated  Lessons  and  Improved 
Plans  in  the  teaching  of  the  common  school  branches. 

(2)  For  observing  and  getting  acquainted  with  children — their 
traits,  capacities,  and  possibilities. 

(3)  For  working  out  the  latest  psychological  principles. 

The  Training  School  gives  unusual,  exceptional  training  to  the 
children  in  the  grades,  because  of  the  superior  type  of  teaching

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

SKETCH 

This  institution  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, under  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  1876-77, 
for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  Worth 
Carolina. 

It  has  completed  forty-eight  annual  sessions  of  from  eight  to 
ten  months  duration  each. 

More  than  7,000  students  have  been  enrolled  in  the  school. 
Fifty  to  sixty  per  cent  of  the  students  who  have  attended  the 
school,  have  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

Prof.  Robert  Harris,  a  very  capable  instructor,  was  first  prin- 
cipal of  the  school  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  three  years. 
At  his  death,  Professor  Charles  W.  Chestnut  became  principal  of 
the  school,  and  he,  too,  served  as  such  for  three  years.  In  August, 
1883,  the  present  incumbent  became  principal  of  the  school.  Since 
becoming  principal,  however,  he  has  twice  been  released  for  a  few 
years,  first  to  accept  a  presidential  appointment  to  become  Minister 
Resident  and  Consul  General  to  the  Republic  of  Liberia,  West 
Coast  of  Africa;  and  second,  to  serve  as  Regimental  Adjutant  of 
the  Third  North  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry,  during  the  War 
with  Spain.  During  these  periods  of  his  absence,  Professor 
George  H.  Williams  and  Rev.  L.  E.  Fairley  served,  respectively, 
as  principal  of  the  school. 

During  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  its  existence  the  school 
was  operated  on  Gillespie  Street  in  the  city  of  Eayetteville — 
occupying  only  three  rooms  in  the  upper  story  of  what  is  known 
as  the  Howard  School  Building,  and  employing  a  principal  and 
two  assistants.  The  annual  appropriation  to  the  school  from  the 
State,  during  the  early  years  of  the  life  of  the  school,  was  small. 

In  1902  it  was  moved  from  Gillespie  Street  to  Ashley  Heights, 
a  place  situated  a  mile  west  of  its  first  home.  After  spending  four 
years  on  the  Heights,  it  was  moved  back  into  Fayetteville  and 
spent  two  years  in  a  rented  hall  on  Worth  Street. 

During  1907  fifty  acres  of  valuable  land,  lying  just  outside 
the  western  limits  of  the  city,  were  purchased  by  Principal  Smith 
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for  a  permanent  home  for  the  school.  The  first  of  the  seven 
spacious  brick  buildings  which  now  dot  the  campus  was  erected 
and  occupied  September,  1908. 

LOCATION 

The  institution  occupies  a  desirable  location  on  one  of  the  many 
hills  surrounding  the  beautiful  city  of  Fayetteville. 

There  is  being  rapidly  built  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
school  many  modern  homes  which  are  the  property  of  their  occu- 
pants, being  drawn  to  the  community  in  order  to  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantages offered  for  the  education  and  training  of  their  boys  and 
girls. 

Considerable  work  has  recently  been  done  on  the  grounds  and 
campus.  The  Alumni  gates  arrest  attention  of  every  one;  and  the 
concrete  bridge  will  attract  the  notice  of  the  visitor  as  he  ap- 
proaches the  school  grounds.  Passing  over  this  bridge  he  is 
directed  by  a  sign  "Drive  to  the  Right."  He  thus  enters  a  beau- 
tifully laid  out,  winding  and  curving  road,  which  passes  quite  a 
half  mile  through  the  different  parts  of  the  campus. 

BUILDINGS 

The  Principal's  residence  and  the  Vice  Principal's  home  and  a 
teachers'  cottage  are  comfortable  edifices  with  modern  conven- 
iences. The  Refectory  is  a  spacious  brick  structure,  ample  to  ac- 
commodate four  hundred  persons  comfortably,  with  all  modern  con- 
veniences for  preparing  and  preserving  foods ;  the  Laundry  Build- 
ing is  soon  to  be  equipped  with  modern  appliances  sufficient  to  do 
various  kinds  of  laundry  work ;  Bickett  Hall,  dormitory  for  girls, 
is  provided  with  electric  lights,  running  water  and  lavatories  in 
every  room,  and  five  large  bath  rooms,  in  fact  it  is  eqquipped  with 
all  modern  conveniences ;  Assembly  Building,  in  addition  to  a 
large  hall  for  class  meetings,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  meet- 
ings, contains  a  number  of  large  classrooms ;  Vance  Hall,  dormi- 
tory for  boys,  has  just  been  provided  with  water,  heat,  shower 
baths,  etc.  It  now  offers  every  comfort  to  young  men.  The  Indus- 
trial Building  is  equipped  with  the  latest  and  best  machinery,  and 
with  benches  for  shoe  cobbling,  automobile  repairing,  etc.  It  also 
contains  offices  for  the  instructors  in  Manual  Art  and  Agriculture. 
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The  Administration  Building  is  an  imposing  structure,  consisting 
of  assembly  hall,  offices,  music  rooms,  classrooms,  and  laboratories. 
The  Legislature  of  1927  appropriated  money  with  which  the 
Laundry  is  being  equipped  with  modern  machinery,  a  Stable  and 
a  Barn  are  being  erected,  Yance  Hall  is  being  renovated  and  re- 
paired, and  other  desirable  changes  are  being  made. 

LIBRARY 

The  school  maintains  a  library  which  is  in  charge  of  a 
full-time,  trained  librarian  and  which  contains  books  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  the  several  departments.  Many  professional  books  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Department  of  Education  were  purchased  and 
catalogued  last  year,  so  that  there  are  now  more  than  2,500 
volumes,  together  with  a  fine  assortment  of  general  and  profes- 
sional magazines  and  periodicals.  Though  comparatively  small, 
our  collection  of  books  is  up-to-date,  well  adapted  to  our  needs, 
and  is  proving  of  no  small  benefit  to  teachers  and  students  alike. 
Those  who  have  not  been  here  during  the  past  few  years  will 
witness  upon  their  return,  a  marked  improvement  in  the  school's 
library  facilities. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

1.  The  rooms  of  boarding  students  must  be  kept  clean  and 
ready  for  inspection  by  the  school  authorities  at  all  times. 

2.  Boarding  pupils  will  be  required  to  perform  a  certain  amount 
of  work  each  day,  for  which  no  compensation  will  be  given. 

3.  Card  playing,  the  use  of  tobacco  or  intoxicating  liquors,  the 
possession  and  use  of  firearms,  fireworks,  gasoline,  oil,  alcohol 
lamps,  candles,  and  electric  irons,  are  strictly  forbidden.  Hazing 
in  any  of  its  forms  is  not  allowed. 

4.  Students  absenting  themselves  from  class,  study  hour,  chapel 
exercises,  or  from  the  school  grounds  without  permission,  render 
themselves  liable  to  discipline. 

5.  Students  who  live  outside  the  dormitories  are  expected  to 
observe,  in  general,  the  same  regulations  respecting  conduct  and 
habits  of  study  as  those  boarding  on  the  campus. 

6.  Though  students  may  be  punished  by  being  required  to  per- 
form certain  work  or  by  being  denied  certain  privileges,  the  de- 
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merit  system  is  the  principal  method  of  discipline.  Four  demerits 
constitute  a  warning.  Eight  demerits  incurred  within  any  one 
quarter  suspend  a  student  from  school.  A  suspended  student  may 
be  reinstated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  or 
the  Principal. 

7.  Students  are  under  the  control  of  the  faculty  at  all  times,  and 
subject  to  its  regulations.  This  applies  to  holidays  and  to  the 
opening  and  the  closing  of  school,  as  well  as  to  all  other  times. 

Every  student,  by  entering  the  institution,  is  regarded  as  giving 
a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other  established  regu- 
lations. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  registering  for  the  new 
year.    Personal  checks  will  not  be  accepted  in  payment  of  bills. 

Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  damage  done  to  the  furni- 
ture or  buildings,  when  such  is  the  result  of  carelessness  or  de- 
liberate intention. 

The  young  women  will  not  be  permitted  to  make  visits  in  the 
city  without  a  special  permit  from  the  Matron. 

All  students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding  and 
should  therefore  bring  a  full  supply  including  quilts,  blankets, 
sheets,  spreads,  pillows,  pillowcases  and  bureau  scarfs.  The  young 
women  in  particular,  should  provide  themselves  with  overshoes, 
raincoats,  and  umbrellas. 

Students  coming  from  other  towns  and  cities  will  not  be  al- 
lowed to  board  outside  the  dormitories  except  by  special  arrange- 
ment with  the  Principal. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  twenty  school  days 
each.  'No  holidays  except  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Emancipation 
Day  are  given.  A  Christmas  recess  extending  from  December  22 
to  January  3,  may  be  given ;  but  such  recess  is  not  included  in  the 
180  school  days  required. 

Three  successive  unexcused  absences  during  any  one  month 
shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  dropping  a  student;  but  a  student  who 
has  been  dropped  may  be  reinstated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Prin- 
cipal or  Dean,  upon  presentation  of  legitimate  reasons. 
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CONCERNING  GIRLS'  CLOTHING 

We  solicit  kindly  your  hearty  cooperation  in  securing  modera- 
tion of  dress,  and  in  our  efforts  to  discourage  extravagance  and 
develop  a  taste  for  simple,  suitable  and  yet  inexpensive  necessary 
wearing  apparel,  considering  health  and  becomingness. 

Silk  dresses  will  not  be  worn  save  on  special  occasions. 

Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  marked. 

RELIGIOUS  ACTIVITIES 

The  religious  activities  of  the  school  are  nonsectarian.  The 
daily  chapel  exercises  consist  of  prayer,  responsive  Scripture  read- 
ing, and  singing. 

The  instruction  in  the  Sunday  school  aims  to  inspire  right 
conduct  based  upon  the  principles  of  the  Bible. 

The  two  student  organizations — the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the 
Y.  "W.  C.  A. — are  factors  of  inestimable  value  in  the  development 
of  intelligent,  refined,  Christian  character. 

The  Vesper  Services  which  are  held  every  Sunday  evening  aim 
to  develop  and  strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students  and  to 
enable  them  to  realize  its  real  worth  in  their  daily  lives. 

LITERARY  ACTIVITIES 

The  students  receive  training  in  literary  work  which  is  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  members  of  the  faculty.  Special  pro- 
grams are  given  by  the  individual  classes  and  clubs  in  succession, 
throughout  the  year.  As  the  school  is  a  member  of  the  High 
School  Debating  League,  opportunity  is  given  for  practice  in  de- 
bate. At  the  end  of  each  year,  a  Declamatory  High  School  Stu- 
dents Prize  Speaking  Contest  is  held.  These  exercises  give  the 
student  abundant  opportunity  for  interpretation  and  expression 
along  the  various  artistic  lines. 

SOCIAL  LIFE 

The  students  are  privileged  to  enjoy  a  sociable  at  least  twice  a 
month.  All  social  entertainments,  parties,  etc.,  must  be  super- 
vised by  the  Committee  on  sociables,  which  is  composed  of  faculty 
members,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Principal  and  the  Matron. 
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MUSIC 

Our  school  is  interested  in  music  in  every  form  possible.  We 
believe  that  our  race  has  a  special  natural  gift  or  capacity  for 
music;  hence  the  students  are  given  the  chance  to  develop  and 
use  this  gift.  The  following  organizations  furnish  or  afford  op- 
portunities for  development,  training,  and  activity;  Jubilee 
Singers,  Glee  Clubs,  Choir,  Choruses,  Orchestra,  Quartettes. 

MOZART  MUSIC  CLUB 

The  aim  of  the  Mozart  Music  Club  is  to  train  musicians  in  that 
liberal  culture  which  cannot  be  found  under  most  private  studio 
teachers  of  music.  This  music  club  is  open  to  all  students  regis- 
tered in  music. 

THE  MOZART   SCHOLARSHIP 

A  scholarship  in  Music  is  given  by  the  Mozart  Music  Club,  to 
the  most  talented  pupil  in  piano.  This  contest  is  held  annually 
and  is  judged  by  competent  music  critics. 

ATHLETICS 

The  Athletic  Association,  a  student  organization,  under  faculty 
supervision,  generally  directs  the  energies  of  those  students  inter- 
ested in  the  Major  Sports — Football,  Tennis,  Track,  and  Field 
Meets — as  encouraged  and  planned  in  conference  with  the  Direc- 
tor of  Physical  Education. 

The  Association  seeks  to  develop  physically  all  the  boys  and 
girls  who  come  under  its  influence,  while  at  the  same  time  Chris- 
tian ideals  of  true  sportsmanship  for  the  development  of  men  and 
women  in  Body,  Mind,  and  Spirit  form  its  basic  principles. 

The  Athletic  field,  comprising  about  four  acres  with  a  nine 
foot  fence  around  it  and  a  well  appointed  grandstand,  is  one  of 
the  best  in  the  State. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  a  charter  member  of  the  !N\  C.  A.  C. 

EXTRA    CURRICULAR   ACTIVITIES 

The  students  receive  literary  training  and  outlets  for  their 
special  interests  in  extra  curricular  clubs  that  are  under  direct 
supervision  of  members  of  the  faculty.  These  clubs  or  societies 
give  public  programs  throughout  the  school  year.     These  organ i- 
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zations  have  been  very  useful  in  forming  cultural  contacts  and  in 
providing  outlets  of  self  expression  for  the  students. 

Among  the  clubs  are :  The  Crown  and  Scepter,  Dramatic,  House- 
hold Arts,  Science,  Literary,  Negro  Literature  and  History,  Cur- 
rent Events,  Debating,  and  French  clubs. 

The  annual  inter-scholastic  debate  and  the  speaking  prize 
contest  held  in  connection  with  Commencement,  lend  zest  to  the 
clubs  which  aim  at  the  development  of  ability  in  public  speaking. 

As  a  means  of  general  education,  and  as  a  diversion  from  study, 
motion  pictures  are  given  twice  a  month  in  the  school  auditorium.

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

In  order  to  improve  the  teacher  actively  in  service,  the  insti- 
tution has  conducted  for  many  years  a  Summer  School.  The 
value  of  this  school  has  been  attested  by  the  large  numbers  that 
attend  each  year,  the  session  of  1925  having  been  the  largest  in 
the  State  held  for  colored  teachers.  The  summer  of  1923  marked 
the  innovation  of  a  twelve-weeks  continuous  session. 

In  this  school  the  teacher  may  thus  get  credit  for  two  Summer 
Schools  during  one  summer ;  and  if  she  is  a  High  School  graduate, 
she  may  secure  credits  toward  Normal  School  graduation. 

The  Summer  School  Bulletin  giving  full  information,  will  be 
mailed  upon  request. 

ALUMM  ASSOCIATION 

There  is  an  active  Alumni  Association  which  cooperates 
heartily  with  the  Administration  in  all  efforts  to  advance  the  in- 
terests of  the  school.  Their  present  project  is  the  liquidating  of 
the  indebtedness  upon  the  beautiful  "Alumni  Gates,"  which  stand 
at  the  entrance  to  the  campus.

Books:  Students  are  expected  to  possess  the  required  textbooks; 
hence  every  student  should  bring  with  him  or  her  sufficient  mOney  to 
purchase  books  for  the  first  quarter. 

The  Second  Tear  High  School  Class  will  be  discontinued  in  this 
institution  after  May  27,  1927.  The  First  Tear  was  eliminated  last 
year. 

This  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  made  necessary  by  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  Normal  students,  thus  necessitating  a  grad- 
ual elimination  of  the  High  School,  beginning  at  the  bottom. 

No  boarding  or  out-of-town  pupils  can  be  accepted  in  the  Training 
School  for  the  coming  year. 

No  student  shall  be  admitted  after  the  second  week  of  school,  except 
under  exceptional  circumstances,  and  with  the  prior  consent  of  the 
principal. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  intending  to  teach  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Laboratory  fees  in  Chemistry  and  in  Physics  are  required  only 
from  those  high  school  students  that  take  those  sciences.  Music  fees 
are  required  only  of  those  students  taking  piano  lessons. 

Money  for  the  payments  of  fees  should  be  sent  by  money  orders, 
or  by  cashiers'  checks. 
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DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND 
COURSES  OF  STUDY 

NORMAL   DEPARTMENT— AIM   AND    SCOPE 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  ele- 
mentary public  schools  of  the  State.  The  course  consists  of  two 
years  of  study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
history,  principles,  materials  and  methods  of  education.  The 
purely  professional  subjects  are  supplemented  by  such  subject- 
matter  studies  as  will  give  the  student  a  wider  academic  back- 
ground for  his  professional  equipment. 

The  Normal  department  is  the  professional  department  of  this 
institution.  It  is  very  important  therefore  that  the  high  school 
preparation  of  those  seeking  admission  be  good.  Of  those  desiring 
to  become  teachers,  we  expect  sound  scholarship,  good  manners, 
refined  tastes,  a  due  sense  of  responsibility,  strong  bodies,  and 
unquestioned  character.  Those  who  are  seriously  deficient  in  any 
of  those  characteristics  are  not  desired  as  students  in  this  de- 
partment; and  admission  is  based  upon  the  understanding  on  the 
part  of  the  student,  that  he  may  be  asked  to  withdraw  whenever  it 
can  be  shown  that  he  lacks  conspicuously  the  essential  qualifica- 
tions of  a  teacher. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  department  the  applicant  must 
be  a  graduate  of  an  approved    high  school  in  North  Carolina,  or 
of  a  high  school  outside  the  State  rated  as  equivalent,  and  must- 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  units  of  secondary  work. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  department  is  based  upon  the  sat- 
isfactory completion  of  one  of  the  prescribed  curricula.  The 
requirements  are  measured  in  terms  of  quarter-hours,  ninety-six 
(96)  quarter-hours  being  required  for  graduation.  A  quarter- 
hour  is  a  recitation  occurring  once  a  week  for  a  period  of  twelve 
weeks.  A  minimum  of  sixteen  (16)  quarter-hours'  credit  should 
be  earned  each  quarter.

DIPLOMA  AND  CERTIFICATE 

Upon  graduation,  a  Diploma  will  be  awarded.  Furthermore, 
upon  the  basis  of  graduation  from  the  Normal  department,  the 
State  Department  will  issue  a  Primary  or  Grammar  Grade  Certif- 
icate in  Class  B,  in  accordance  with  the  particular  curriculum 
completed. 

CURRICULA 

The  Normal  department  devotes  its  entire  time  and  energy  to 
the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  To  ac- 
complish this,  it  offers  two  differentiated  courses  each  of  which 
is  adapted,  as  far  as  possible,  to  a  specific  type  of  teaching. 

BENEFITS  OF  GRADUATION  FROM  NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  list  of  graduates  of  our  Normal  department  and  the  work 
they  have  done  prove  that  the  Department  attracts  men  and 
women  of  definite  purpose  and  equips  and  trains  them  for  high 
grade  service.  The  demand  from  Superintendents  for  profes- 
sionally trained  teachers  is  much  greater  than  the  supply.  This  is 
especially  true  since  the  advanced  requirements  for  the  certifica- 
tion of  teachers  which  went  into  effect  in  February,  1926. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

Purpose.  The  Training  School  is  the  heart  of  the  Normal 
Department,  because  it  is  the  laboratory  of  Educational  Methods, 
Theories,  and  Practices.  It  serves  the  instructors  and  student- 
teachers  as  a  center — 

(1)  For  observing  Methods,  Illustrated  Lessons  and  Improved 
Plans  in  the  teaching  of  the  common  school  branches. 

(2)  For  observing  and  getting  acquainted  with  children — their 
traits,  capacities,  and  possibilities. 

(3)  For  developing  skills,  gaining  insight  and  developing  at- 
titudes which  are  imperative  and  essential  for  progressive,  bene- 
ficial teaching. 

(4)  For  working  out  the  latest  psychological  principles. 

The  Training  School  gives  unusual,  exceptional  training  to  the 
children  in  the  grades,  because  of  the  superior  type  of  teaching

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

Education  111.  Introduction  to  Teaching.  A  general  orienting 
course,  including  the  following:  The  service  opportunities  offered; 
the  professional  preparation  needed  for  various  kinds  of  teaching  and 
for  the  different  teaching  levels;  the  important  problems  in  present- 
day  education,  and  the  development  of  the  professional  and  the  scien- 
tific attitudes  toward  these  problems  and  the  work  of  the  schools; 
observation  in  the  training  school. 

Education  122.  Educational  Psychology.  The  structure  and  func- 
tion of  the  nervous  system;  reactions  on  different  levels;  instinctive 
impulses  and  activities;  habit  formation;  the  laws  of  learning  and 
their  application  to  school  situations;  methods  of  study;  association, 
perception,  imagination,  reasoning;  the  nature  of  individual  differences 
and  of  intelligence. 

Education  133.  Classroom  Management.  This  course  includes  the 
following  topics:  Classroom  routine,  the  daily  program;  supervision 
of  study,  records  and  reports;  attendance  and  discipline;  individual 
adjustments,  and  extra  school  activities.  Observation  in  the  training 
school. 

Biology  is  given,  as  a  general  course,  in  the  Senior  Normal  class.  Its 
aim  is  to  give  a  broad  foundation  for  a  better  understanding  of  educa- 
tional Psychology,  Sociology,  and  Nature  Study. 

Biology  211.  Considers  plants.  Single  types  are  studied  with 
emphasis  being  placed  on  structure,  method  of  reproduction,  and  habitat. 
Some  time  is  given  to  Algue  and  fungus  plants,  mosses,  ferns,  and 
seed  plants. 

Biology  222.  Considers  animals.  Single  types,  representing  the 
development  of  animals  from  the  amoeba  to  the  mammals,  are  studied 
with  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  following:  Structure,  method  of 
reproduction,  habitat,  and  the  development  of  the  nervous  system. 
Eugenics  receives  some  attention. 

Hygiene  231.  Considers  Hygiene  and  Sanitation.  This  course  deals 
with  Health  Education  as  it  applies  to  the  elementary  school.  Diseases 
and  defects  of  children  of  school  age  receive  the  closest  attention. 
Students  make  surveys  of  neighboring  schools  in  regards  to  age, 
height,  weight,  physical  defects,  and  diseases,  if  present. 

Biology  233.  Deals  with  Nature  Study.  This  course  is  designed  to 
interest  children  in  things  in  their  immediate  environment.  The  stu- 
dents makes  frequent  field  trips  upon  which  he  makes  reports  as  to 
his  discoveries. 

English  112.  Children's  Literature.  The  course  in  Children's 
Literature  aims  to  give  students  a  rich  background  of  experience 
through  the  study  of  the  best  stories  and  gems  which  literature  af- 
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fords;  to  acquaint  students  with  the  sources  of  various  types  of  litera- 
ture and  their  historical  settings;  to  give  practice  in  selecting  and 
adapting  stories  to  the  various  grades  and  ages  of  children.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  modern  methods  of  presentation,  dramatiza- 
tion, and  other  forms  of  creative  reactions. 

History  211.  Primitive  Culture  and  Pioneer  Life.  The  aim  of  this 
course  is  to  give  students  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  sources 
of  history  material  for  the  primary  grades  and  the  best  methods  of 
presentation.  History  stories  of  primitive  life,  stories  of  the  pioneers, 
stories  of  the  national  heroes,  and  stories  for  special  historical  oc- 
casions constitute  the  chief  content  of  the  course. 

Education  134.  Reading.  The  course  in  reading  aims  to  acquaint 
students  with  the  best  methods  of  teaching  reading  in  the  elementary 
school.  It  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  fundamental  principles 
underlying  the  subject,  with  special  emphasis  upon  silent  reading, 
remedial  work,  and  efficient  means  of  measuring  results. 

Drawing.  The  courses  in  drawing  include  practice  in  the  funda- 
mentals of  drawing  as  applied  to  lines,  light  and  dark,  color,  landscape, 
composition,  printing,  pose,  paper  cutting,  and  picture  study.  Stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  be  original  in  this  work  rather  than  merely  to 
copy  the  work  of  the  texts. 

The  work  is  also  applied  to  household  arts,  industrial  arts  and  the 
profession  of  teaching.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  blackboard 
decoration  and  illustration,  story  illustration,  and  poster  making.  Stu- 
dents are  also  given  instruction  in  the  method  of  teaching  and  in  the 
psychology  of  drawing. 

Geography  111.  Principles  of  Geography.  This  is  a  foundation 
course  for  the  later  study  of  all  geography.  This  course  stresses  the 
relation  of  the  physiographic  environment  of  man's  activities.  Major 
topics:  Human  relationships;  Effects  of  Climate;  Vegetation  and 
Diet;  Political  Relationships  which  arise  out  of  geographic  conditions. 
Each  unit  of  the  subject  is  followed  by  a  discussion  of  those  prac- 
tical problems  that  are  useable  in  our  daily  lives;  that  help  people  to 
understand  what  is  read  in  books,  magazines,  newspapers;  that  enable 
them  to  discuss  current  events,  intelligently;  that  guide  them  in  plans 
for  business  or  travel. 

Geography  122.  World  Geography.  This  is  a  professionalized  sub- 
ject matter  course  in  elementary  geography  with  emphasis  given  to 
home  and  regional  geography,  and  the  placement  of  same  in  the  ele- 
mentary course  of  study.  The  geography  of  the  world  is  reviewed  by 
regions;  giving  new  views  of  familiar  facts.  Vital  problems  are 
organized  and  prepared.  Attention  is  given  to  practice  in  the  use 
of  maps,  textbooks,  supplementary  Geographical  readers,  current 
magazines  and   periodicals. 
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Geography  133.  North  America.  In  this  course  major  emphasis  is 
placed  upon  United  States  as  an  entity,  then  upon  United  States  as  it  is 
related  to  Canada,  Alaska,  Mexico,  and  the  entire  world.  The  work 
is  organized  around  problems.  These  problems  include  every  phase  of 
geography  necessary  to  appreciate  North  America. 

Education  135.  Arithmetic  (Materials  and  Methods)  Primary. 
The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  arithmetic 
in  the  everyday  life  of  an  individual,  to  develop  accuracy  and  facility 
in  computing  numbers,  to  present  present-day  methods  for  the  teach- 
ing of  the  subject. 

The  course  affords  activities  and  situations,  which  allow  develop- 
ment of  number  concept  in  primary  grades;  the  place  of  drill;  kind 
and  amount  of  formal  arithmetic  in  these  grades;  projects  in  nature 
study,  games  and  other  activities  as  a  basis  for  the  formal  number 
work;  value  and  use  of  standardized  tests  and  scales. 

Education  123.  Arithmetic  (Materials  and  Methods)  Grammar.  A 
reasonable  knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  is  presupposed;  hence  the 
course  is  designed  to  rationalize  the  fundamental  processes  for  the 
prospective  teacher  and  the  present  methods  of  teaching  arithmetic 
in  the  grades.    Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  materials  to  be  used. 

Topics  considered  are:  the  value  and  place  of  drills;  selection  and 
solution  of  problems;  diagnosis  of  difficulties  and  remedial  measures; 
place  of  arithmetic  in  the  elementary  school  curriculum;  standards  of 
speed,   accuracy  and   reasoning  power;    use  of   standardized   test. 

Education  226.  Tests  and  Measurements.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  general  field  of  tests  and 
measurements  and  to  develop  a  scientific  interest  and  attitude  toward 
the  idea  of  testing.  The  principles  of  selection  and  the  use  of  various 
tests  as  a  means  of  improving  teaching  are  studied  and  compared. 
Illustrative  tests  for  each  of  the  subjects  for  each  grade  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  are  given  and  scored  in  class.  The  student  teachers  also 
assist  in  the  giving  of  these  tests  in  the  Training  School.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  interpretation  and  use  of  scores  and  test  results. 

Education  211  and  224.  Practice  Teaching.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  give  the  student  practice  in  teaching  under  stimulating 
expert  supervision.  It  is  the  aim  here  to  help  the  student  to  develop 
skill;  to  gain  appreciation  and  insight;  to  appreciate  and  value 
subject  matter;  to  understand  and  appreciate  children — their  prob- 
lems and  possibilities;  to  visualize  theory  in  terms  of  the  practical 
situation  and  develop  expertness  through  her  own  self-direction'.- 
Careful  training  is  given  in  the  selection  and  use  of  teaching  ma- 
terials. This  course  includes  actual  teaching,  conferences,  reports, 
etc. 
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Education  237.  Principles  of  Elementary  School  Teaching.  This 
course  is  considered  the  main  '"summarizing  course."  It  is  given  dur- 
ing the  spring  quarter  of  the  senior  year.  This  course  canvasses  the 
problems  and  possibilities  of  the  Elementary  school  in  terms  of  chil- 
dren, teachers,  subject  matter,  methods,  procedures,  and  teaching 
materials.  Principles  of  Psychology  and  education  are  considered  and 
reviewed  in  terms  of  their  practical  applications.  School,  grades  and 
group  organization,  curriculum,  activities,  program  making,  different 
types  of  class  procedure;   objectives  are  emphasized. 

History  231.  Citizenship.  The  course  proposes  to  give  the  teacher 
a  practical  knowledge  of  laws  and  principles  governing  group  action. 
Application  of  these  principles  to  education,  with  special  emphasis  upon 
the  socialization  of  studies  and  methods  in  the  elementary  grades  is 
made.     Students  are  made  to  feel  a  sense  of  social  obligation. 

History  111,  122,  123.  American  History.  This  course  comprises  a 
study  of  the  United  States  from  its  discovery  to  the  present  time. 

The  topics  include  a  survey  of  the  background  of  American  civiliza- 
tion as  related  to  European  history;  the  sectional,  industrial,  and 
social  development  of  the  United  States. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  colonization;  commercial  development; 
controversy  with  England;  formation  and  success  of  the  new  republic. 

A  survey  is  made  from  1812  to  the  time  preceding  the  Civil  War 
with  a  thorough  study  of  the  problems  arising  from  the  war  and 
emancipation;  the  reconstruction  policies  of  the  national  government; 
the  growth  and  progress  of  the  United  States  under  each  administration. 

Extensive  reading  and  special  reports  are  required. 

Education  223.  History  Material  for  Primary  Grades.  The  purpose 
of  this  course  is  to  extend  the  prospective  teachers'  knowledge  of 
history  material  for  primary  grades  and  acquaint  them  with  methods 
of  presentation. 

Topics:  History  stories  of  Indian  life;  Bible  stories;  Shepherd  life; 
heroes  of  other  lands;  pioneers,  explorers.  Stories  for  special  days  as 
Thanksgiving,   Christmas,  etc. 

Practice  in  constructing  and  telling  stories  suitable  for  children 
from  biographies,  travel,   etc.,  a  special  requirement. 

English  211.  Oral  Reading  and  Phonics.  This  is  a  composite  course 
in  oral  English,  involving  as  it  does  a  review  of  the  fundamentals  of 
grammar,  and  a  study  of  sentence  structure,  paragraphing,  ortho- 
graphy, vocabulary-building,  memorized  reading,  extempore  and  im- 
promptu speaking,  and  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  speeches  of 
various  types.  Through  letter-writing  and  expository  themes  on  prac- 
tical subjects,  a  modicum  of  practice  in  written  composition  is  secured. 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  the  development  of  the  power  and  habit  of 
correct  and  effective  expression. 
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Education  213.  Oral  and  Written  Composition.  This  course,  which 
runs  concurrently  with  the  course  in  English  literature,  is  designed  to 
give  the  student  a  working  knowledge  of  the  materials  and  methods 
of  teaching  composition  in  the  grammar  grades.  Sources  of  material, 
principles  of  selection,  methods  of  presentation,  minimum  essentials, 
standards  of  attainment,  and  methods  of  testing  are  among  the  chief 
topics  considered. 

English  211.  English  Literature.  This  is  a  general  survey  course. 
It  aims  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  representa- 
tive selections  from  British  authors — standard  and  contemporary.  The 
study  proceeds  largely  by  types  and  by  special  authors,  rather  than 
by  chronological  periods.  The  study  also  involves  assigned,  outside 
readings,  reports,  classroom  reading,  interpretation,  and  discussion, 
together  with  occasional  problems  and  themes  based  on  the  literature 
read. 

English  222-223.  American  Literature.  Like  English  211,  this  is 
a  general  survey  course.  Little  attempt  is  made  to  teach  literary  his- 
tory, as  such.  The  aim  is  rather  to  give  the  student  an  acquaintance 
with  and  an  appreciation  of  American,  as  distinguished  from  British, 
literature.  The  development  of  our  national  ideals,  as  illustrated  in 
the  writings,  of  representative  authors  form  Irving  to  Moody,  is  traced. 
The  method  of  procedure  is  similar  to  that  used  in  the  study  of  English 
literature. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Our  high  school  is  one  of  the  very  few  Negro  high  schools  rated 
as  standard  schools,  Class  1AA. 

This  department  aims  to  give  a  solid  secondary  education. 
Being  an  accredited  high  school,  it  meets  the  needs  both  of  those 
who  desire  to  pursue  the  Normal  course  here  and  of  those  who 
contemplate  taking  a  college  course  elsewhere. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  third  year  class  must  furnish 
evidence  of  having  completed  the  elementary  school  course  and  of 
having  completed  two  full  years'  work,  totaling  at  least  four  units, 
in  a  certified  high  school.  Applicants  for  advanced  standing  will 
be  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  transcript.
